Bellcvea in Work and Plny.
"I most earnestly hope that we shall

see throughout thls nation. not by any
means only among tho e'tizens of Ger¬
man , parentago or extractlon, but
among all our citizens ln an over-ln-
creaifing degree, just such assoclations
as tho one which is here to-day.

"I bolieve ln work, and I belleve that
"Whlle a man works he should not piuy
at all; but I bellave U. play also, for
the sake of the man, for the sake
of the country, for the sake of the
man's work, and it Is a real eontribu-
,tlon to Amerlcan llfo to toach Amerl¬
cans how to enjoy what ls ennobling
and not dobasing; how to get enjoy-
.ment out of associatlons such us thls
association of slngers, who havo come
here thls afternoon, and on behalf of
_r,y fellow-townsmen, I want to lhank
you for comlng over and to say how
RlftO wo are to sco you."

TELLS WHY SHE MARRIED
Mlss Maloney Feared Her Parents

Would .Marry Her tu n Forelgaer.
NEW YORK, September 17..Fear

that che mlght be compelled by hcr
parents tn marry a tltlcd forelgner
whom sho dlfillkcd waa the reason
whlch Hclcn Maloney, daughter of
wenlthy .Martln Maloney, of phlladel-
plila, declared Itnpelled hcr to go
through u marrlage ceremony wlth
Arthur Herber Osborne, a young
broker of thls clty.

Thls Informatlon, glvon by Mlss Ma¬
loney under oath when she was boing
oxarnlned by referee ln connectlon wlth
lioj- application fo have the purported
narrlage annulled, was glcaned from pa¬
pers lu the cuse, whlclu Wore filed l»
court after a formal decree finally an-
nulllng the marrlage was granted to-
day by Justlco Gerard, ln the Supreme
Court. Mlss Maloney swore that the
marrlage never was regarded ln a scrl-
oiis llght either by hersol'f or by Os¬
borne; that she dld not belleve the con¬
tract a blnding one, inasmuch aa the
contract ing parties dld not glvo thclr
rlght names, ages or names of their
parents to tho JUBtlce of thu peace who
pei formed the ceremony, and that the
marrlage never hud been conaummated.
Osborne, ln his answer opposing the

application for annulment. also de-
clured that no consummatlon of the
marrlage had ever taken place, and
that neither of the contracting parties
ever intended that it should take place
until after u marrlage ceremony had
been perfornved ln a Roman Cathollc
church by a prlest of that church.

Mlss Maloney now Is free, so far aa
the laws of tho United States are con-

cerned, to marry Samuel Clnrkson, a

young i.nglishmun, with whom sho
eloped and went to England aomo tlme
ago. The' authorltles ot tho Roman
Catholio Church, of whlch Mlss Maloney
ls u member, however, although thoy
havo been appealed to to do so. have
not yet given judgment on the questlon
of whether or not thn marrlage with
Osborne shall tie regarded as blnding.

ln hor testimony beforo the referee
.Mlss Maloney sald that the marrlage
botween herself and Osborne, whlch
was performed by a justlce of tbe
peace at Mamarbneck, was declded upon
suddonly. Two tltlcd forelgners were

vlsltlng nt hor fathcr's home, and ono
of them was vory attentlvc to her, she
sald. Sho disliked the man, but feared
thnt sho would be led by hcr parents
to nvarry hlm.
At the samo tlme she was fond of

Osl.orno. but feared to suggest mar¬
rlage to hor parents, fnr fear thoy
would opposo lt; so when Osborne
proposofi marrlage to hor sho told hlm
to walt slx months. and that lf she
felt tho same toward hlm at thnt timo
sho would eonscnt. They talked about
the po.slbillty of marrlage at that
tlme, she said. and It wns agreed be¬
tween thom that the ceremony shoul.]
Iie pcrformod ln the Catholio Church
and by a prlest of that church. A few
days later, when they were wlth an
automoblle party. It occurred to hor
tliat uny plans looklng to a marrlr.ee
Wlth tho tltied forolKner mlght bo
blocked If sho an.l Osborne wero mar¬
rled under asaumed Immo.-, and tliat
at the name tlme tlio. marrlage wout.)
not be blnding upon them. Conso-
quently they went to a prlest in Mam-
uroneck. but lio refused to marry then
because they dld not live in hi* parlsn
"Tliat upset all onr plann," she sald
"We dld not know what to do. nnd Mr
Osborne proposed that we should go tc
a justlce of the/peace. I oonsented
hut sald tliat I would not give my real
name. 1 intended that wo should aub-
aequently be married hy a prlest."

NORFOLK, VA.. Septomber 17..In
a speech to-nlght before the Norfolk
Taft-Sherman-Oroner Club. J. L. Cleve,
ot Wytheville, Va.. said that whlle the
Domoeratic orators of the country arr
ralslng tlio cry of trusts. the party
v.ould faro badly in Virginia but for
the ofRceholders' trust, and charged
that the Stato ls ln the grasp of the
book trust through Democracy.

trict Judge Thomas J. Morrls and comoi
up on wrlts of error sued out by botl
sidos to the Circult Court of the Dis¬
trict of Maryland. On theso wrlts ol
error the case was heard by Judge
Pritchard. McDowell and Dayton. Judgt
Day ton concurs ln the opinlon, an<:
Judge McDowell dissents. but has nol
as yet filed his dlsscnting opinion.

Ilnn rar-ltem-lilntc Kltect.
This case Is not only one of tht

most important over handed down It
tlio local United States Court. but tlu
document itself is perhaps the strong
cut in the flle* of tho offi.o.
To coal minors throughout the coun¬

try tho declslon is one of the utmosi
importanee. fixing as it does the ri.lt..
tion botween the mln.- ownors nnd tht
enrriers, so as to secure to eacli shlp
per u just and equal dlstrlbutlon ol
car sorvlce.

rallroad company hud arbitrarlly as-
signed tho individual cars owned b)
the mlne ownors to such owners, ant
had arbitrarlly asslgned foreign ant
domestic fucl cars and had granted
prcmlums to parties shipplng to Curtli
Bay for.prompt handllng of cars, nnt
that the rallroad company had, ln vlo-
latlon of the law, asslgned cars to the
Cumberland and Pennsylvanla Rall¬
road.
Judge Morris only sustained the con

tentlon as far as tho individual can
were concerned. and in all other re-
spects held that tliere was no undu.
preferenco practlced by the rallroac
company.

Dcninmlx Keaaonablc Baala.
Under section 1, as amended, and see

tlon 3 of the lnterstate commerce act
Judge Pritchard holds that lt is clearl:
the duty of tiie rallroad company t<
furnlsh such transportatlon upon i
reasonable request therefor, and to glv.to all shlppers the same treatmen
with reference to facillties tor1 trans
portatlon. This, says the court, is i
wlse provlslon. and ln the absence o
such leglslatlon a common carrie
could bulld up one class of shlpper
and utterly destroy and tear down an
other. The statqte enst. upon the car
rler the plaln 'duty of furnlshlng t
falr and equal dlstrlbutlon of car fa
cilitles, and thls duty cannot.be evadet
by tho carrler clai.mlng that it is no
the owner ofa portion of the car:
carried over lts llnes.

If a carrlor, by contractual arrange
ment. operates Indlvldual cars belong
Ing to mlne owners, such arrangemen
cannot relieve the carrler of the dut'
of furnlshing equal facilitles to al
shlppers slmllarly situated. To adop
any other rule would make lt posslbl
for wealthy mlne owners to purchas'
car equlpment and utillze car equip
ment to such an extent as to practl
cally' deprlve other mlne owners o
.means of transportatlon.

Whlle the lnterstate commerce ac
ls intended to rogulate rates as wei
as facilitles, the questlon of a rate I
not lnvolved ln thls 'caso, and tha
matter Is not passed upon by tho court

Whnt Mlne Owner* Clulm.
Tho defendnnt mlne owners Insls

that ln' the purchase of Indlvldual car
they have expended largo amounts b
money, whlch beooines a part of thei
Investment, and should be treated a
such, and It would be unfalr to requir
a carrler to charge such' cars nga'lns
the percentage; but thls, says the courl

! tliouriand people awalted liis comlng.
and his arrival was greeted wlth
ciu-ers. Hls audlence. wns made up
mostly ot country folk. who came

from all directlons hy speclal train
and otherwlse to hear hlm.

Several women falnted ln the crush
when the crowd surged toward tho
speaker's stand in an effort to catch
Mr. Bryan's every word.

Failed to Do .Justlce.
Dr. Rowland O, Paynter, tho Demo¬

cratic nomlnee for Governor of Dela-
.ware,' Introduced Mt. Bryan. who at
once launched into his bitter tridlct-
ment of the Republlcan party for what,
ho sald, was lts fallure to do justlce
to the pcoplc. He spoko on tho tariff,
campaign contrlbutlons, guarantee of
hank deposits and the trusts. and de¬
clared that the Interests of the farm¬
ers were on the slde of tho Democratic
party.

Speaking of President Roosevelt s

reference to swollen fortunos, Mr.
Bryan declared that "you don't find
them among the farmers, the laborlng
men, the merchants, the teachers, the
prcachors, tho prlests, or among those
who produce the natlon's wealth. You
flnd them ln the hands of Just a few
people, and those are the people who
have secured favors and prlvilcges
from the government, and whon Mr.
Roosevelt brlngs hls tndlctment against
these owners of swollen fortunes. he
brlngs an Indictment agalnst the Re¬
publlcan party, for It is the Republlcan
party that has permitted tho abuso of
governmental power that has led to
the accumulatlon of swollen fortunes."

Deniiii-rntH nnd Don'I Knovr It.
Mr. Bryan a.sured hls audlence that

whonover hc sald anything agalnst
the Republican party. "I do not want
any of you Republlcans to take lt to
yourselves, for," he sald, "you havo
not any influence with tho Republican
party, and are not responslblo for what
the leaders do." His remarks on pub-
liclty of campaign contrlbutlons before
electlon and on the election of Sena¬
tors by direct vote of the poople
caught the crowd, who, on a test vote,
raised their hands to a man as being
in favor of these provislons.
"My friends," he sald, "dldn't I tell

you you wore Democrats and dldn't
know lt?"

Mr.. Bryan attacked Mr. Taft and hls
platform genorally, but with respoct
to tho reviiion of tho tariff he 1p-
tiulred: "Why are they ln such a
hurry? They have had a chanco all
tlils tlme, and when they promised
immedlate revlslon It meant they knew
the iMitlence of tlio public was stralned
to tlft polnt of breaklng, and they say:
'If jfbu wlll just let us ln onco more,
we wlll lmmedlatoly do what we ought
to havo done years ngo.'"
Ho sald there was no proof that the

Republlcans' would reduce tho tariff
and injuro tho trusts whlch hnd ful-
tened under lt. "The reuson you can¬
not reduco it," ho asserted, "ls that tho
Republlcan party gathers lts campaign
funds from thoso men who purchased
tho right to get tho monoy back from
the pockets of the poople. The Repub¬
llcan leaders expoct to get their monKy
thls Ayear llke thoy havo secured lt
heretofore, but they are not willlng
that the people should know by pub-
llcatlon beforo oloctlpn where the
monoy ls comlng from."

"What answer does Mr. Taft make?"

WRIGHT SHIP'S

.___ IS FATAL
Maker of New World's Re¬
cords Injured and Lieuten-

ant Selfridge Killed.

WHEN BREAK OCCURS
MACHINE TOPPLES OVER
Plungcs to the Earth With Greafl
Fofce, and Orvillc Wright Haa
Leg and Rib Broken, While

His Companion's Sknll
.Is Frac-

turcd.

WASHINGTON, D. C, Septenv
ber 17..After havlng drawn
the attentlon of the world to
his aeroplane Ilights at Fort
Myer, ond havlng established

now world records for
'

hoavlor-thnn-
air Ilylng machines, Orvlllo Wright.
whlle making a two-mah (llght to-day,
met wlth a trnglcal mishap, In which
he wns sevcrely, nnd Lleutenant
Thotnas E. Selfridge. of the Signal
Corps of tho army, fatally injured.

The. skillcd aeroplanist, whoso pre¬
vious nsccnslons lind been so success¬
ful, had one leg and several rlbs bro¬
ken, while Lleutenant Selfridge, who
accompanled hlm ln the fatal flight.
sulTered a compound fracture at the
haso nf the sktill, and dled to-nlght at
S:10 o'ciock. wlthout havlng regained
consclousness.

Propcller Blarte Snapa.Whlle the machine -was enclrcllngthe drill grounds a propoller blado
snnpped off. and. hftting somo other
part of the Intricato meclmnism, caused
the aeroplane to overturn ln the air
and fall to the ground, onvelopingr the
two occupants, In the dcbrls.

Soldlers and spectators ran across
the fleld to where the aeroplane had
fallen, and nsslsted In liftlng Mr.
Wright and Lleutenant Selfridge from
under the tnngled mass of machinery,
rods. wlres and shreds of. muslin. Mr.
Wright wns consclous, and said: "Oh.
htirry and Uft tho motor." Lleutenant
Selfridge wns unconsclous, and had ap¬
parently struck tho ground with grent
foree. Hls head was covered wlth
blood, and hn was choking when tha
-soldlers extricated him from under the
machine. v

Dr. AVattors, a New York physician,
wns ono of the nrst to reach the spot.
and rondcrcd first aid to the Injured
men. When their wounds had been
bandaged, Mr. Wright and Lleut'enant
Seltridgo wero taken te the Fort.Myer'
Hospltal, at the othor end of the field.
It was feared that Mr. Wright was
sufferlng from lnternnl Jnjurles. Ho
had lapsed into a state of. seml-con-
sciousness by tho time hc reached the
hospltal, whtlo Lleutenant Selfridge
did not regaln consclousness at all. Ho
was sufferlng from a fracture at the
base of tho.skull, and was ln a critical
condltlon.
A f tor a hurrled surgical examlnation.

It was announced tliat Mr. Wright waa
not dangerously Injured. Ho ls suftor-
ing from a fracturo of hls left thigh
and several rlbs on the rlght side are
frnctured. Both men received deep cuts
about tho head. Mr. Wright regained
consclousness at tho hospltal, and dlc-
tated a cablegram to his brother at
Le Mans, France, and rcquested that
the same message bo sent to hls sister
and father at Dayton. O-. assurlng them
that he was all rlght

Wm Anxloti» to Ascend.,
Fully 2,000 had gathored by 4:30

tlils afternoon In nnticlpatlon of a

flight. The aeroplane was stlll ia its
Bhed, but Mr. Wright arrlved a few
mlnutes later and ordered lt taken to
the northern end ot the field to be
placed on the startlne track ln read-
iness for a flight. 7Evorybordy was ordered back from
the machine and Mr. Wright turned to
Lleutenant Selfridge and sald: "Ydu
mlght as well get ln. Wo'll start in a

couple of mlnutes."
Mr. Wright announced several days

ago that he would take Lleutenant
Selfridge. who ls secretary of tho
Aerial Experlmental Association, and
an aeroplanist hlmself, ln hls next
flight. The young officer was delight¬
ed to have an opportunity to fly In
the aeroplane. Ho was to leave Sat-/
urday for St. Joseph, Mo., whero he
was to nsslst Lleutenant Foulois ln
oporatlng the Baldwln alrshlp at the
comlng army manouevreu.

Lleutenant Selfridge took off hls coat
and hut and took hls place in tho extra
seat next to that occupled by Mr.
Wright, and tho latter started the
motor by moans of a storage battery,
hls 'assistants, Kylor and Furnass,
turnlng tha propellers to get them go¬
lng. At 5:1-1 the aeroplane was re-
leasod and It was noticed that it dld
not rlse as qulckly from the ground
as on previous two-man fllghts. Lleu¬
tenant Selfridge welghed about 176
pounds, making tho welght greater
than the machine has ever carrled be¬
fore.

Dld Not Ttun Smoothly.
Aftor glldlng over the ground on lti

runiiers for thirty feet, tho machine
rose gradually and had galned a helght
of forty feet when lt passed over tho
startltig apparatus for the llrst time,
There was a slx-mllo wlnd and lt was
noticed that the machine dld not run
as smoothly as on its former fllghts,
most of whlch wore mado ln calm
weather. Tho aeroplanist, however,
appiirontly had control of the craft,
whlch rose to a helght ot seventy-flve
feet as lt completed the soond round
of th flld. Thls helght was nmintained
ou tho thlrd round.
Whlle tho machine was turnlng at

the. southern ond of tho tlold, sevoral
thousand feet from the spectators,
some one shouted:
"What is that? Somethlng foll."
Immedlately all eyes wore on the

aeroplane, and lt waa seen to turn
over on lts left side, and pauslng> a
moniint, mado a complete turn and
then camo swooplng to tho earth ln a
cloud of dust. No effort on the part ot,
tho avlator could posslbly havo r.verted
the aoeldont. Planes and ruddera wore
absolutely incapable of rlghting the
machine when lt had turned ln that
mannor.

Several offlcers, who wero standing
around the startltig apparatus, ordere.l
the mounted soldlers ovor to the
wreck, but spectators, soldlers, offlcers
and nowspaper mon were already run-..
ning aoroas the fleld. lt was fully a
mlnute before any one reached the
tangled mass.

Men rlulou.d to Ground.
The mountod soldlers formed *

cordon around tho wreekago while-
_ther_>-t'oii_.U.dly ondeavored to Uft tho
heavy innsa of machinery and wood
that p'lnloned Wtighf und Selfridge
to tlio ground.. Lleutenant Selfrldgo's
tne.! wa,s covered'wlth blood and ht»
was s'lqaulng and ohoking from Inter¬
nal heiiiorrhagoH. Orvlllo 'Wright lay
ln' hl_ side. hls (aeo as pale as th*
ma__ of white wu__iu overhetiO. 11*
